ERNOR-GENERAL. DURING  HIS  ISOJOURN  IN  LOS  ANGELES 
THE  SOCIETY  ENTERTAINED  HIM  WITH  A  RECEPTION  AND 
DINNER,  AND  EXTENDED  TO  HIM  THE  COURTESIES  OF  THE 
OFFICERS    AND    RESIDENT    MEMBERS. 

THE  LIMITED  REVENUES  OF  THE  SOCIETY  HAVE  PRE- 
VENTED THE  COUNCIL  FROM  ISSUING  ANY  PRINTED  MATTER 
OP  THE  CHARACTER  WHICH  WE  RECEIVE  FROM  THE  EASTERN 
SOCIETIES,  AS  NEARLY  ALL  OUR  INCOME  IS  USED  FOR  THE 
NECESSARY    CURRENT    EXPENSES. 

FOUR  YEARS  AGO  THE  COUNCIL  UNANIMOUSLY  ADOPTED 
A  RESOLUTION  FAVORING  THE  PUBLICATION  OF  A  HISTORY 
OF  THIS  SOCIETY,  CONTAINING  BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCHES  AND 
PORTRAITS  OF  ITS  MEMBERS,  AND  OTHER  MATTERS  OF  GEN-

THE    MATTER    WAS    PLACED    IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  CHANCELLOR.
